THE  COVER:  the  title  page  from  Albertutio  Vesputio  Firentino's  "Novo  Mondo  con 
veduta  di  Venezia",  originally  printed  by  Zorzi  de  Rusconi  in  Venice,  1501.  It  serves 
us  well  as  a  setting  for  the  first  of  two  BBC  World  Theatre  productions  in  this  Folio, 
"Venice  Preserved"  by  Thomas  Otway  (Saturday, July  1,8:30  P.M.).  "Venice  Preserved" 
is  one  of  the  best  examples  of  Restoration  tragedy:  a  play  about  divided  loyalties, 
with  the  drama  of  a  plot  to  overthrow  the  Venetian  republic  in  1618.  In  its  day  it  was 
a  strongly  political  play,  and  even  the  interpolated  scenes  of  byplay,  written  in  the 
vein  of  Restoration  comedy  at  its  bawdiest,  had  topical  significance.  Today's  listener 
may  draw  his  own  current  political  parallels,  but  even  as  a  pure  entertainment  this 
full-blooded  radio  adaption  of  the  complete  play  by  Raymond  Raikes  should  provide 
food  for  pleasure  of  a  summer  night.  On  the  following  Saturday,  also  at  8:30  P.M., 
there  is  a  new  BBC  production  of  Shakespeare's  "King  Lear",  using  a  very  full  text 
based  on  the  First  Folio  version  of  the  play  with  a  minimum  of  emendation.  In  this 
version  the  running  time  is  just  a  fraction  under  two  hours  and  forty-five  minutes. 

On  Sunday,  July  2,  at  4:00  P.M.,  we  present  the  first  public  hearing  of  "Poised  for 
Violence",  a  new  three-act  play  by  Jean  Reavey.  Produced  in  the  WBAI  studios,  with 
Maurice  Edwards  directing  a  group  of  professional  actors,  this  is  the  first  of  a  pro- 
jected series  of  original  dramas  we  hope  to  present  on  a  regular  basis.  We  solicit 
manuscripts  of  unproduced  plays  suitable  for  radio,  and,  even  more  importantly, 
encourage  the  revival  of  the  art  of  writing  plays  for  radio.  We  cannot  offer  any 
remuneration,  and  request  that  all  material  be  accompanied  by  a  stamped,  self- 
addressed  envelope. 

Speaking  of  dramatic  productions,  we  have  responded  to  a  deluge  of  requests  by 
reviving  four  of  the  BBC  series  known  as  THE  GOON  SHOW,  to  be  heard  weekly 
on  Fridays  at  10:45  P.M.  Peter  Sellers  and  Spike  Milligan  are  back  for  one  last, 
mad  fling.
